Latest Reports as Gleaned from 
Washington. 


Secretary Gresham and Thurston Still on 
Good Terms—What Minister Willis 
Has Probably Accomplished — 
Difference of Upinion.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The chief interest 
in the Hawaiian situation now sur- 
rounds the instructions given to Min- 
ister Willis, and the contents of the 
cipher message which was received 
after the arrival of the China. A num- 
ber of outside people are now quite 
familiar wita some importaut features 
of the instructions. 

There is no doubt that Mifister Wil- 
lis was instructed to make the restor- 
ation of Liliuokalani conditional upon 
a full amnesty being granted the men 
who engaged in the revolution and 
overthrew the Queen. Minister Willis 
was told to say to the members of 
the provisional government ‘that the 
President felt he ought to protect 
them to this extent, as he believed 
the authority of the United States and 
Minister Stevens led them into the 
revolution. 

It is thought that the minister was 
instructed to first call upon the Queen 
and tell her that the President desired 
that she should placate those who had 
been instrumental in her overthrow, 
and sustain herself in authority with- 
out the assistance of the United States. 
It is believed that the State Depart- 
ment has been informed that these 
conditions are satisfactory t» the 
Queen,-and had been accepted by her 
at the time the China sailed. 

fa President Dole, it is understood, 


that Minister Willis was instructed to

hoped to have the hearty co-operation 
of the Dole administration. After hav- 
ing righted the wrong done’ by this 
government, the United States would 
assume its policy of non-interference.

: HISTORY REVAMPED. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The original 
right of Queen. Liliuokalani to the throne 
of Hawaii was by the nomination of her 
brother, Kalakaua. The Hawaiian con- 
stitution provided for this mode of suc- 
cession, and when the monarch failed to 
provide a successor, the choice reverted 
to the upper House of the Legislature. 

When Lunalilo died in 18738, after a 
brief reign, he named no successor, The 
House of Nobles chose David Kalakaua. 
He had been a police court lawyer in 
Honolulu, and had played a banjo at 
dances for a consideration. His wife, 
Kapiolani, had been a widow of a South 
Sea Island missionary. At one time she 
helped to support her husband by wash- 
ing clothes. 

Kalakaua’s mother was of the blood 
of low chiefs, as was his reputed father. 
It is notorious, however, that Kala- 
kaua’s real father was a negro barber. 
Kalakaua and his full sister, Liliuoka- 
lani, show a wide divergence from the 
Hawalian racial type. Their noses are 
flatter, their hair is kinky and their 
lips are much thicker than in the pure 
native type. 

The Jate Princess, Like Like, mother 
of the late Kapulani, and half sis- 
ter to Liliuokalani, was of pure native 
-blood and her appearance marked the 
‘contrast from her brother and sister. 


PROBABLY SETTLED. 

The Department Apparently Satisfied that 
Restoration Has Been Accomplished. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
Associated Press.) Although the State 
Department expected to hear nothing 
f-om Hawali until Saturday, it gen.- 
erally anticipates that everything is 
settled on the islands, and that the 
restoration of the Queen has been ac- 
complished without blooshed. It is un- 
derstood Minister Willis’s instructions 
provide for the protection of the pev- 
ple instrumental in forming the pro- 
visional government; that the Queen 
shall grant amnesty to all engaged in 
her overthrow; that the ground on 
which this position is taken is that 
Minister Stevens led them into the 
revolt, and that this government there- 
fore is bound to protect them to the 

extent ‘of assuring amnesty. 

A GLORIOUS ACT. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—An official

In other words the administration's 


position is that this government has 


not thrown down any government, but 
merely upon one government's ceas- 
ing to exist it recognizes the old re- 
gime., 

This statement is explanatory of the 
understanding that Minister Willis 
has two sets of credentials—one to the 
provisional government, the other to 
the Queen. The provisional govern- 
ment was recognized until a treaty 
of annexation was rejected. Now '!t 
is assumed that it has ceased to exist, 
and the old status is naturally re- 
sumed. Minister Willis will bring to 
the provisional government the first 
official information of rejection of an- 
nexation. Having made this known to 
Fresident Dole, it is assumed the pro- 
visicnal government would have no 
further standing or existence, and Min- 
ister Willis would recognize the gov- 
ernment of the Queen, and that would 
end the matter. 


WORKS BOTH WAYS. 


Harrison, if Re-elected, Might Reverse Cleve- 
land’s Action. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) In an interview with Jeff 
Chandler of Missouri the eminent law- 
yer said: ‘‘Cleveland has no more right 
to inquire into the methods by which 
the provisional government was estab- 
ltshed at Hawaii and overthrow that 
government than he has to inquire into 
the means by which the republic of 
France had been established and to use 
the military forces of the United States 
to overthrow that republic. 

‘‘When Cleveland rode down Pennsyl- 
vania avenue to take the oath of office 
on March 4 last, the provisional govern- 
ment of Hawaii had been recognized by 
the United States and its ministers were 
in this capital. Cleveland has no more 
constitutional right to use the military 
power of the United States to over- 
throw that provisional government 
than he has to direct the military and, 
naval forces of the United States to de- 
stroy any other government whose min- 
isters he found accredited to the United 
States, and recognized by this govern- 
ment when he took the oath of office. 
The spectacle of. a President over- 
throwing by military force an estab- 
lished government of a foreign country 
on ex parte affidavits taken in secret is 
novel.

* THE DIPLOMATIC SIDE. 


The Department of State and the Hawalian 
Leg2tion on Good Terms. 

“WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(By the As- 
sociated. Press.) Minister Thurston.of. 
HAaWaii has not demanded his pass- 
ports. His relations with this country 
are still, to all appearances, at least. 
of a most friendly nature. The fact 
that this is so, after the conference 
which he had with Secretary Gresham 
is considered significant. The relations 
between the Hawaiian Legation and the 
State Department remain undisturbed. 

The Hawaiian government, however, 
will stand on its rights as an independ- 
ent country, and its policy will be to 
regard as an act of war any movement 
looking to the restoration of the Queen. 
A legation does not remain in a coun- 
try that has declared war against its 
government. Its natural course would 
be to demand its passports and get 
without the limits of a hostile country. 

Minister Thurston, indeed, has no of- 
ficial information that this country has 
declared war on his government. Sec- 
retary Gresham's published letter ad- 
dressed to the President contains much 
information, it is true, but, under the 
punctilious requirements of. diplomacy, 
it is not a sufficient basis for Minister 
Thurston to act upon, because it has 
not been officially addressed to him. It 
is, however, a sufficient basis for him 
to make a request on the Secretary for 
information as to the United States gov- 
ernment’s intentions toward his gov- 
ernment. 

That was undoubtedly the purpose of 
his visit to Secretary Gresham today. 
This visit was satisfactory as assur- 
ing the present friendly status of the 
department and the Hawaiian Legation. 
It is searcely possible that orders can 
have been given to restore the Queen 
by force, while the Department of 
State is still seeking’ to maintain 
friendly relations with the legation here. 


NOT NEGLECTED. 


The Proper Committees Looking After the 
Government's Railroad Interests. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) It is evidently the in- 
tention of the administration to jeal- 
ously protect the interests of the gov- 
ernment in the Pacific Railroad. Com- 
mittees of the two houses which have 
the matter under jurisdiction, are al- 
ready giving it careful attention with a 
view of proposing. new legislation im- 
mediately on the reconvening of Con- 
gress. 

The Senate Committee on Railroads, 
of which Senator Brice is ehairman, is 
holding conferences with the Attorney- 
General, with the hope of perfecting a 
bill which can be introduced in Decem- 
ber, and which will protect the govern- 
ment’s interests from any embarrass- 
ments that might grow out of a re- 
cdvership.

Though the bank is a private 
corporation it is also a national insti- 
tution, and, therefore, ought to reas- 
sure the public when uneasiness has 
been created by false rumors.”

Would Do.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Congressman 
Springer, chairman of the Committee 
on Banking and Currency, is preparing 
a bill to remedy the defect in the na- 
tional banking system, which he will 
submit to the members of the commit- 
tee, and hopes to get it hefore Con- 
gress soon after it assembles. ~ 

He says the near approach of the 
time when the government bonds will 
be payable, the limited volume of such 
bonds and their high price, demon- 
strates that other security for circula- 
tion must be resorted to if we are to 
have enough currency for the needs of 
the country. To that end he will pro- 
pose that the bonds of States, counties 
and of certain municipalities, with 
proper regulation and under govern- 
ment supervision, be utilized for the 
purpose of securing circulation, and 
that all banks in the State, as well 
as the n&tional banks, depositing 
such securities be permitted to take 
out currency to at least 90 per cent. of 
their par value. 

Provision will also be made for ad- 
ditional secutity in case of the slight- 
est depreciation in the value of these 
securities, and the government is to 
assume the sole responsibility for the 
redemption of suche notes in coin, on 
demand, for which purposé it should 
keep a coin reserve of at least 20 per 
cent. of the outstanding circulation. 
This would relieve the banks of keep- 
ing bank reserves, or withholding any 
part. of the currency issued from cir- 
culation among the people.

CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—(By the Assoct- 
ated Press.) A newspaper has an extra 
Saying that this morning J. A. Drake, 
treasurer and paymaster of the Indiana, 
Illinois and Iowa Railroad went to the 
office of the road, placed in a satchel 
money to meet the company’s pay-roll, 
and started out with it, when he was 
attacked by footpads. He was sand- 
bagged and robbed of the entire 
amount. 

How much the satchel contained is 
unknown. The officers of the road re- 
fuse to say, but rumor puts it at be- 
tween $25,000 and $40,000.

There was Much talk about the City 
Hall yesterday in reference to the 
summary manner in wtich the po- 
ne commissioners on the day before 
distharged é¢ight “officers from the force, 

Councilman Nickell said the people 
of his ward.(the First) were up in 
arths, as it were, over the matter. In 
fact, some of his constituents came to 
see him about it before he was up in 
the morning. Officer Craig of his 
ward, who was one of the victims of 
the official Slaughter, was a man of 
sterling honesty, who had been on the 
force for a number of ars. He was 
well-liked’ by the ‘people there, and 
they were anxious to know why he 
should have been discharged. 

Mr. Nickell said further he thought 
that in taking such a course the board 
was retrograding from the metropoli- 
tan system of police control which it 
had been endeavored to obtain’ here. 
It was an uflfortunate state of affairs 
when man on the force could not 
know whether he should be dropped 
from the roster at the next meeting 
of the commission. If such a system 
as the one referred to could be main- 
tained then. an officer once apointed 
would know;that he would not be re- 
moved, except for bad conduct or dis- 
ability, and would naturally take pride 
in carefully studying his business and 
making himself as efficient as 
ble. When a man was liable t 
dismissed without knowing what for 
and without a hearing he would be 
very likely t6 loose his ambition to be- 
come an efficient officer. Such a 
course aS that recently taken by the 
commission would, he beNeved, tend 
to seriously demoralize the force

SHE ‘TOOK POISON. 


Sad Suicide of Nellie ie 
Dunkin. 


and Despondent 
She Ends Her Life. 


Unhappy Married Life the One Cause 
Assigned. 


Words—Efforts [Made to Prevent 
Their Being Made Public— 
Coroner’s Inquest. 


Nellta L. Dunkin, the young wife of 
R. M. Dunkin, committed suicide yes- 
terday afternoon by taking poison in 
the rooms over her husband’s restau- 
rant in the power-house building, at the 
corner of Grand avenue and Seventh 
street. Several letters were left behind 
in Which the repeated statement was 
made that life had become a burden 
because of the acts of Dunkin, whom 


she charged with being a habitual hard 
drinker. 


The case is a particularly sad one, 
and altogether it was not strange that 
the brother of the husband refused to 
allow the reporters to make a copy of 
the letter left by the deceased addressed 
to him, which contained the burden of 
the poor woman’s troubles. 

The couple came here about two 
weeks ago and opened the lunch-room 
at the power-house. They apparently 
got along well together, their neigh- 
bors noticing nothing particularly 
quarrelsome in their conduct towards 
one another. Yesterday afternoon Dun- 
kin and his wife had some words, and 
he went out of the room. Not lon 
afterwards a scream.,.was heard an 
Mrs. Dunkin was found by the restau- 
rant cook to be.in a dying condition. 
What she had taken was a mystery 
that nothing but a post mortem can de- 
termine, but the facts so plainly pointed 
te wards suicide that the coroner's jury 
was not long in arriving at a verdict 
to that effect. 

The first letter found, as noted, was 
addressed @ Dunkin’s brother, and in 
it the writer stated that she was about 
to» die, broken-hearted and sorrowful. 
She had tried, she said, to break her 
husband of the liquor habit, but her 
efforts were of no avail. Dunkin was in 
the same condition, she wrote, as he 
had once before been, only worse. She 
believed that he wanted to get rid of 
her, and as she would. not disgrace her 
people by leaving him, and then he 
would say it was mean, too, she added, 
she had thosen suicide as a means of 
ending all her troubles. She also in- 
timated something about money which, 
in effect, ss to mean that her 
funds had n used to purchase the 
restaurant, and that since Dunkin had 
appeared to care less for her. From be- 
ginning to end the letter was the dying 
wail of what the writer termed her- 
self, a broken-hearted woman. 

A brief note addressed to the hus- 
band bade him farewell, and instructed 
him to fix her body up and send it to 
her relatives, with the information 
that she had died a natural death. 

Her husbafid ‘she had always’ loved, 
and had told him before that when 
she left him it would be as a corpse. 

The end came to Mrs. Dunkin swift 
‘and sudden, but from all that -.could be 
learned it was not’ without a shafp, 
physical pang. No bottles containing 
poison were found about “ room, 


The Baden of the physicians, how- 
ever, was that she had taken prussic 
as no other poison would act as 
quickly, as it was evident that the 
substance chosen had done. 

The body was taken to the under- 
taking parlors of. Garrett & n, 
where Coroner Cates held an inquest 
at 7:30 oclock. All of the testimony 
was in effect a reiteration of the facts 
org above, with a.few additional de- 
tails 

Renben M. Dunkin, the husband, was 
the first witness examined, and he fre- 
quently gave way to his emotion while 
relating the following story: 

‘We had been married over three 
years. My wife was born in Pennsyl- 
vania. We came to this city from San 
Bernardino, about two weeks ago, and 
took the restaurant at the power-house 
on Grand avenue. We had a few 
words last night: My wife wanted me 
to hire a man, instead of a woman, to 
cook. She claimed that the man was 
drinking too much. This morning I 
sent down a man, but she would not 
talk to him. I then had a woman sent 
down, but she would not see her, 
either. She was afterward taken with 
hysterics. This morning she said that 
she wouldn’t live with me any longer, 
but that she was going home to her 
mother. 
room, saying that she did not want 
to see my face again. 

“T went out, and sent a note back 
by the cook, telling her that I was go- 
ing to leave her, and for her to send 
my mail to my mother’s. I thought 
she would be all right by evening, and 
then I would go back home. I came 
down town at once, and left word for 
my brother to go up to the house and 
see that she was all right. That was 
about 2 o’clock. Late this afternoon, 
I was told that she was dead.” 

Mrs. Sonneberg, who keeps a fruit 
store next door to the restaurant, testi- 
fled that she had en called by the 
cook late in the afftrnoon and asked 
to come up and see Mrs. Dunkin, as 
she was very sick. When Mrs. Sonne- 
berg got upstairs she found that Mrs. 
Dunkin was dead. 

Freeman Brock, the cook, sai that 
Mrs. Dunkin had come into the chen 
and asked him for a postage stamp. 


upstairs. He heard her scream and 
he ran upstairs soon after and found 
her lying down, appearing to be very 
ill. He went for Mrs. Sonneberg, and 
when the two came back she was dead. 

Coroner Cates read the letters quickly 
to the jury, and,ythen turned them 
over to the persons | to whom. they 
were addressed.’ When Dunkin’s 
brother, who had possession of the 
icnger letter, was approached by the 
reporter and asked to allow the latter 
to make a copy of the missive he re- 
fused to allow the request. He had 
evidently made up his mind to sup- 
press all the details. possible, 
very plainly urged as an excuse that 
it was a family affair.

| Californians. Perhaps the mildness of 


France’s Financial Strength. 

A recent European dispatch, com- 
menting upon the straitened financial 
condition of the leading European 
countries, states that Paris is the only 
impregnable financial capital on the 
continent. This ig a remarkable state- 
ment, when we remember what an 
enormous amount of money France 
was forced to pay ,jto Germany after 
the war of 1870. ° Now France is rich 
and independent, while Germany is 
financially embarrassed. This condi- 
tion of affairs is all the more remark- 
able when we remember the immense 
loss of France in the Panama Canal 
scheme, 

How is such-‘a paradox to be ex- 
plained? Mainly in the fact’ that 
France owes nothing abroad, while 
every other country is heavily in- 
volved. The French debt is divided 
into very small sums, which are 
largely held by the peasantry of that 
country. Government bonds, which 
can be purchased in small denomina- 
tions, are a favorite investment with 
the frugal people of France. There 
is a hint here for this country. Why 
should not a portion of the bonds of 
the United States be issued in small 
denominations, so that people of mod- 
erate means, as well as the rich, might 
avail themselves of this safe means of 
investing their money? If this were 
done, there is no doubt that all the 
bonds which this country has out- 
standing, and all which it is likely to 
issue in the future, could be absorbed 
among our own people. This would 
add to our resources an element of 
great strength. 

We have recently seen, during the 
late financial flurry, what it means to 
be largely at the mercy of foreign bond- 
holders. One of the most frequent 
threats which has been held up be- 
fore the people by the goaldites of the 
East has been that holders of Amer- 
ican bonds in Europe would punish 
any attempt at an American financial 
policy by dumping their American 
bonds on this market and demanding 


bonds - were -. distributed in . small 
amounts among the people of this coun- 
try, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and from the great lakes to Mexico, 
it is easy to see how much more sta- 
bility would be added to our financial 
position in times of excitement or 
panic. We believe that such a bond, 


placed in this country at a nominal 
rate of interest, as there are many 
people who would like to find abso- 
lutely safe, temporary investment for 
moderate savings, regardless of (the 
interest which such investment has 
bring. When people put their money 
in banks, subject to call, they do not 
receive any interest thereon. If United 


readily available, there is no doubt 
that they would in many cases be pre- 
ferred to savings-banks as a security 
for moderate amounts of money. 


The revenue of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment for the present year is about ~$5,- 
000,000 short of the receipts. This is really 
a small sum to pay for the service 
which the people of the United States 
receive from the department. It is 
reasonable-to expect that as the popu- 
lation of the country increases, the time 
will come, before long, when the de- 
partment will be _ self-sustaining. 
Meantime, Americans have no reason 
to complain in regard to the efficiency 
of the Postoffice Department, or in re- 
gard to the integrity with which it has 
been conducted, both under Republican 
and Democratic administrations. There 
is a demand in some quarters for a 
reduction of the postage to 1 cent, but 
this comes only from wealthy firms 
who have a very large amount of mail. 
The average citizen considers 2 cents 
little enough to send a letter from Los 
Angeles to New York. Among early 
improvements which would’be popular 
may be mentioned an extension of the 
free-delivery system, a parcel post and 
postal savings banks.

the climate tends tolessen the desire for 
active exercise, but there are crisp 
fall and winter days, when a ramble 
over the hills is most enjoyable.

The Tabernacle Filled During 
the Entire Day. 


Election of Officers for the Ensuing 
Year. 


Report of the Committee on Resolutions— 
Many Interesting Papers Read— 
The Final Musical Pro- 
gramme.

A large audience gathered in the 
tabernacle at Pasadena yesterday morn- 
ing long before the hour appointed for 
the opening.of the State Sunday-school 
Convention. Doubtless this. was in 
part due to the fact that the _kinder- 
garten work had first place on the 
programme. 

The praise service, under the leader- 
ship of Cc. A. Jeffers of Los Angeles, 
was somewhat shortened, that. the 
children, who were waiting to assist 
Miss Ada Mae brooks in her illustra- 
tion of kindergarten work, might not 
become weary. When Miss Brooks took 
her place on the rosirum before her 
class of thirty-two children, ranging 
from the child of 7 or 8 to the tiny tot 
of 2, the audience realized for the first 
time what a herculean task she had 
undertaken. Miss Brooks: proved her- 
self fully equal to the emergency, and 
turned the most irrelevant remarks and 
seemingly impossible questions into 
material by which to illustrate the 
lesson. Two children arriving late, fur- 
nished an opportunity of showing how 
tardy little ones should be dealt with. 
The flesson was “Giving For Jesus’ 
Sake.””’ The original and fearless re- 
marks called out by the questions 
proved very entertaining, and ripples 
of laughter were constantly breaking 
out in the audience. Songs 
to the lesson were sung by the children, 
Owing to the restricted space it was 
imposible to introduce some of ‘the 
exercises intended. | 

After a prayer by Mr. Wright of 
Riverside, H. K. W. Bent of Pasadena 
was introduced by the president. 

Mr. Bent spoke on “The Pastoral 
Work of the Sunday-school Teacher,’’ 
calling attention to the fact that pastor 
meant shepherd, and showing how a 
shepherd’s duty is three-fold, to guide, 
to feed, to protect; he proceeded to 
apply this to the teachers’ work in the 
Sunday-school. Although speaking at 
some: length, Mr. Bent succeeded in 
holding the attention of the audience.. 

In direct contrast with the deliberate 
speaking of his predecessor, Rev. 
W. Utter of Orange, in his treatment 
of the “Social Relations of the Teacher 
and Class,’’ crowded into the fifteen 
minutes allowed hii, a vast number of 
anecdotes illustrating the need of and 
the advantages arising from the social 
relations between children and teacher 
outside the Sunday-school class. Mr. 
Utter advised having class days which 
should mean a picnic, a hunting, or a 
fishing expedition. them feel,”’ 
he said, “‘that by belonging to the class 
they have some special pleasure which 
they would not otherwise enjoy.’’ 

Rev. C. H. Davis then took up the 
topi¢ ““Blanting in Season,”’ laying before 
the cofivention the necessity .of be- 
gining the Christian work with the 
young.

A tendency to treat the ques- 
tions as mirth-promoters, rather than 
serious inquiries, called forth a sting- 
ing rebuke from C. A. Jeffers, to which 
Mrs. Blackman replied with admirable 
tact. Being called upon to answer the 
question, “‘How can you induce the 
pastor to always speak of the Sunday- 
school in making his announcements?” 
Capt. F. J. Cressey caHed up quite a 
storm by seeming to accuse the clergy 
of lack of sympathy with Sunday- 
school work. In vain the meeting was 
called to order and reminded that 
time was flying—every One wanted to 
be heard. The spirit of good-fellowship 
reigned, however, in spite of differ- 
ences of opinion. 

Before the closing of the morning ses- 
sion, Capt. Cressey read the resolu- 
tions of respect on the late E. P. Sar- 
gent, - vice-president for Riverside 
county, which were . unanimously 
adopted.

THE MEAT 


In the County Govern- 
ment Sandwich. 


A Very Radical Change in the 
Terms of Office 


Of County Officials After the Next 
Election. 


A Very Important Law, Making the Tenure 
Pour Years, Found Modestly Tucked 
Away in the County Gov- 
ernment Act. 


A much-mooted question: and one 
which has been the cause of the loss of 
many nights’ sleep to prospective office- 
holders, was definitely settled yesterday 
by the discovery of a modest clause in 
the new County Government Act, where- 
in it is ordained that hereafter all 
county officers. to be elected will hold 
office for four years instead of being 
elected biennially, as heretofore. Con- 
sequently, those candidates who will be 
fortunate enough to be inducted into 
office on the first Monday following the 
Ist day of January, 1895, will hold down 
their berths until displaced by their 
successors to be elected in 1898. 

It was known at Sacramento last win- 
ter that a strong influence was at work 
endeavoring to lengthen the tenure of 
elective county officials. There was lit- 
tle active opposition to the scheme, yet, 
as no individual measure of such im- 
port was among those approved by the 
Governor, the politicians and others in- 
terested came to the conclusion that 
no legislation on the subject had been 
effected during the session. 

But, as every one who has any occa- 
sion to consult the County Government 
Act, will discover, this piece of apparent 
class legislation in a State where such 
law-making is prohibited by the Con- 
stitution, is a fearful and wonderful 
creation. It is a veritable melange of 
legislative convenience, many otherwise 
obnoxious and a few good measures be- 
ing incorporated promiscuously within 
its bounds. When any question arises 
regarding the existence of some sup- 
posed law not of a general nature it is 
the custom to examine the County Gov- 
ernment Act. This measure, as is well 
known, divides the counties of the State 
into as many different classes and pro- 
vides different laws for-each, while 
purporting somewhat parodoxically ‘‘to 
establish a uniform system of county 
government throughout the State.’’ One 
of the most striking examples of this 
uniformity is that in the entire nreasure 
there is but one regulation in regard to 
the compensation of shorthand report- 
ers, and that refers to counties, or 
rather the county, of the thirteenth 
class. Here official stenographers are 
allowed a salary of $125 per month, and 
the fees foi civil cases are fixed at $5 
per day, and 12% cents per folio for 
transcribing testimony. 

While it is true the County Govern- 
ment Act starts in with a number of 
general provisions which refer to the 
whole State alike, yet the bulk of the 
measure is that which divides the 
counties into classes, and prescribes 
different regulations for each. On 
page 367 Cal. Stat., 1893, appears a gen- 
eral provision numbered section 60, 
which, according to the marginal in- 
dex, purports to refer to election of 
officers. It proclaims that the next 
election for county and township offi- 
cers in this State shall take place on 
the day of the general election in 1894, 
and the successful candidates shall 
hold office for four years, after the 
first Monday following the first day 
of January, 1895. The whole thing only 
covers a line or typ. and has been 
sandwiched among Other subjects in 
a position where one would scarcely 
expect to find a matter of so much 
importance. But there can be no 
doubt of ‘its thorough legality, and as 
the clause is as explicit as it is brief 
all anxious doubts 
tenure of future count nd township 

Although it is not known that the 
advocates of this new scheme of quad- 
rennial county elections had such an 
object in view, yet it will materially 
reduce the cost of the Australian bal- 
lot system of voting. Another good 
effect will be that it effectually divorces 
the State from the national elections, 
with the single exception of members 
of Congress, who will be voted for at 
both. When the next President is to 
be elected the ballots will not be en- 
cumbered by the names of a tgousand 
and one candidates for minor county 
and township offices, and the official 
ballot in i896 will only contain the 
nominees of the different parties for 
Presidential electors and members of 
Congress. With the Governor next 
year the new county and _ township 
officials will be elected, and they will 
not be disturbed until the election of 
1898. Indirectly, this new dispensation 
is a most important step in the direc- 
tion of purer national politics. 


THAP DEFECTIVE SEWER. 


The Faulty Work to Be Replaced by the Con- 
tractors. 

A conference between Capt. Mackey 
of the firrh of Mackey & Young, and 
the members of the Sewer Committee 
of the City pe" Nae was held yesterday 
morning in rence to the defective 
work on section 4A of the outfall sewer, 
as published yesterday. 

After a brief statement of the facts, 
it was agreed by Capt. Mackey that he 
would replace the bad work by some 
that would come up to the specifica- 
tions, and would do it under direction 
of Mr Vincent, the superintendent of 
construction. 

Just which inspector is to blame for 
the faulty work has not yet been de- 
veloped, and, in fact, it has not been 
proven positively that the blame will 
fall on any inspector. A profile of that 
section of the sewer will be taken under 
direction of the City HWngineer, and 
from data compiled from the reports of 
the inspectors rendered daily, the pro- 
file will be divided into parts represent- 
ing the work done unger the direction 
of each inspector. From this profile 
the work under each inspector can be 
located in the tunnel. 

The work of preparing the profile 
referred to was begun yesterday, and 
is expected to be soon completed. 

Capt. Mackey pronounces the whole 
thing a case of blackmail on the part 
of the bricklayers. 

Superintendent Vincent says that, al- 
though blame may he attached to the 
inspector, it is not at all impossible 
that one of the most faithful inspectors 
may-have, by the strict performance of 
his duty, incurred the anger of the 
bricklayers, and they, as a piece of 
splte-work, might have put in this 
faulty work. 

It is claimed by Capt. Mackey that 
had he attempted to defraud the city 
by putting in such work, he could not 
have gained more than $100 by this 
course.

CUT TO KILL.

Donald Grant Seriously Stabbed 
by Nate Bradfield. 


The Slayer of Joe Dye, by a Mere Chance 
Escapes Killing His Second 
Man—A Close 
Call. 


Nate Bradfield, the slayer of foe Dye, 
got himself into trouble again last 
night by stabbing Donald Gran: in the 
neck, inflicting a serious wound which 
by mere chance did not prove fatal. 
According to Grant’s story Bradfield 
had invited him into a restauran: at 
the junction of Main and Spring stnets 
to have a glass of wine with a paty 
of friends. Bradfield had been drbk- 
ing and appeared to be in a quarel- 
some modd. Suddenly,- without, a 
moment’s warning, he drew a pltol 
and pointed it at Grant. The later 
begged him to put down the revolve, 
Saying that he stood no chance at é] 
with the weapon aimed at ffm. Bras 
fleld then lowered the “gun,” but a 
the same time reached over with th 
other hand and struck Grant in the 
face. Then he laid the revolver down, 
and as he did so Grant saw his chance 
and jumped forward and hit him. 
With that Bradfield pulled out an 
ugly dirk knife and struck at Grant's 
body. The first blow of the knife pen- 
etrated but about a quarter of an inch 
into Grant’s left hip, but the second 
did the blootiy work. As Bradfield 
aimed a blow at his antagonist’s throat 
Grant threw up his hand to ward off 
the knife. He only succeeded in break- 
ing the force of it slightly, and it cu 
deeply into his throat, barely missing 
the artery, the cutting of which would 
have meant almost instant death. The 
blood gushed from Grant’s neck as 
friends rushed in and parted the two 
men. 

Bradfield was locked up in a cell at 
the jail few moments later, while 
Grant was taken to the receiving hos- 
pital, where Dr. Bryant dressed his 
wounds ae made him as comfortable 
as possible for the night. 

A charge of assault with intent to 
commit murder will probably be en- 
tered against Bradfield today.

The case of the People, ete, vs. 
Francesca A. Jesurun et al., an action 
to forfeit a franchise, came up for 
“héeafing before Judge Van Dyke, in 
Department Four, yesterday afternoon, 
and was submitted upon documentary 
evidence and briefs, the latter to be 
filed in ten, ten and five days, respect- 
ively. 

This is the suit arising out of the re- 
fusal of the Main-street and Agricul- 
tural Park Railway Company to pave 
its tracks on Fifth street, from Main 
to San Pedro streets. The franchise 
for this road was originally granted 
on August 22, 1887, to T. E. Rowan, 
the present Mayor, who assigned it 
to Mrs. Jesurun, and she, in turn, 
leased to the corporation which now 
operates the road she built. 

In January, 1892, the City Council 
passed an ordinance, ordering Fifth 
street paved, due notice of which was 
given defendants, but they not only 
refused to do the work required of 
them, but also tore up one of their 
tracks, although required .by their 
franchise to operate a double track. 

THE O"'HANRAHAN MYSTERY. 

The mystery as to the parentage of 
Annie Ryan, Rayne, or O’Hanrahan, 
still remains unsolved, for, in spite of 
the fact that Judge McKinley has for 
the past two days devoted almost his 
entire time to -the hearing of tesii- 
mony for the petitioner and respon- 
dents in this most peculiar habeas cor- 
pus proceeding, several matters yet 
remain to be cleared up, and it is 
probable that most of today’s session 
in Department Six will be consumed 
in the effort to elucidate the affair. 

At the close of the examination of 
the girl, Margaret Cullen, yesterday 
morning, the petitioner, O’Hanrahan, 
rested his case; and a number of wit- 
nessess, including the girl Annie, 
Matron Hilbish of the Florence Home, 
Sheldon Borden, Esq., and his wife, 
and, Mrs. Stewart of the Bellevue Ter- 
race, were called on behalf of the re- 
spondents. The most, important of 
these was Mrs. Borden, who testified 
to the effect that, in response to an 
advertisement for a nurse, inserted by 
herself some two years ago, she re- 
ceived a visit from Mrs. O’Hanrahan, 
who spoke to her about Annie. In the 
course of their conversation, Mrs. 
O’Hanr@kan told her that Annie was 
then 14 years old, but was a big girl 
for one of her age; she also stated em- 
phatically that the girl was not her 
daughter, although she had brought 
her over from Ireland with her, A 
day or two later she employed Annie, 
and while the girl was in her service 
she fell sick. Upon hearing of this 
illness, a fever, Mrs. O’Hanrahan 
called upon witnéss, and told her that 
ihe might *send Annie to a hospital if 
she so desired, But that she ould 
have nothing to do with her. When 
informed that a doctor had been em- 
ployed, and the services paid out of 
Annie’s salary, the O’Hanrahans be- 
came very offensive. Mrs. Borden also 
’ stated that when Annie first went to 
her house, she was.obliged to furnish 
her with clothing, as she had .abso- 
lutely nothing but the scant attire she 
wore. 

The matter will be taken up again 
this morning. 

THE COHN CONTEST SETTLED. 

The famous contest over the estate 
of B. Cohn, deceased, was finally ad- 
judicated by Judge Clark, in Depart- 
ment Two, yesterday, a compromise 
having been effected by the opposing 
parties, wiereby it is agreed that the 
three minor children of Delfina Varelas, 
viz.: Matthias Joseph, Miguel Daniel 
‘and Marcos Siriaco, are to receive 
from the heirs the sum of $7300, in 
full satisfaction of their claim against 
the estate. It will be remembered 
that, upon the trial of the contest, it 
was adjudged by Judge Clark that 
Delfina Varelas was not the legal wife 
of the deceased, B. Cohn, and that 
her eldest son, Edward A. Varelas, 
was illegitimate, but that the other 
three children were recognized by 
Cohn in his lifetime as his children, 
and thereby ligitimatized. Both the 
rightful heirs and Delfina Varelas 
moved for a new trial of the case, 
upon various grounds, apd the court 
denied the motion of the latter, but 
granted that of the heirs, as the result 
ef which ruling the compromise was 
made, 

SUIT FOR ALIMONY, 


Judge Van Dyke, yesterday morning, 
heard the ease of Mrs. Anna Marie 
Eva Wolfrom vs. George P. Wolfrom, 
a suit to obtain alimony; and at the 
close pf the evidence ordered that the 
plaifiliff take nothing by her action, 
but that defendant be required to pay 
her attorney’s fees, $100, of which half 
is to be paid within thirty days and the 
balance in six months. 

The parties were married in July, 
1891, and have one child as the issue 
of their union. Plaintiff alleges that, 
owing to the cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment of her husband, she was, on De- 
cember 1, 1892, compelled to leave him, 
and seek the protection of her parents, 
taking the child with her. She further 
alleges that her husband acquired a 
house and lot and other personal prop- 
erty, at No. 548 Mission road, valued 
at about $2000, and that he earns. a 
good salary at his trade, that of a 
‘carriage trimmer. 

Wolfrom, on the other hand, denied-~ 
the cruelty, denied that his property 
is @mmunity property, and claimed. 
that his wife deserted him without 
suffirient cause, and refuses to return; 
and the court, after hearing both sides, 
conduded that the breach was not 
suffiriently wide to be unbridgeable. 

THE MILLET SUTT. 

So far as the taking of testimony ,is 
conerned, the trial of the suit brought 
by Mrs. N. Millet, against the execu- 
tors of the estate of her brother, L. L. 
Bracbury, deceased, was concluded in 
Depirtment Five yesterday, and the 
matier will in all probability be sub- 
mitted to the jury today. At the close 
of the plaintiff's case, the defense 
moved the court for judgment of non- 
suit, which motion was denied; and the 
remainder of the day’s session was con- 
-puned in the hearing of testimony 
tending to controvert the claims of 
Mrs. Millet.

term of five years. Upon notice of ap-

Stengel, deceased, to probate, and dis- 
posed of a number of other matters of 
minor importance. 

The trial of the case of the City of 
San Pedro vs. Richard Tanner, an ac- 
tion to recover possession of part of 
Front street, claimed by defendant, as 
his private property, was concluded 
before Judge Clark yesterday, the mat- 
ter bei submitted upon briefs. 

Upon producing the necessary proofs 
and taking the requisite oaths of re- 
nunciation and allegiance, Richard 
Markle, a Canadian, and Joseph Baker, 
an Englishman, were duly admitted 
to citizenship of the United States by 
Judge Van Dyke yesterday. 

The defendant, Thornton, in the fore- 
closure case of the Savings Bank of 
Southern California vs. Minerva 
Barr et al., was granted until Saturday 
next by Judge Van Dyke yesterday 
morning, in which to prepare his state- 
ment, on motion for a new trial therein.

Important Meeting Today at the 
Board of Trade Rooms. 


Local Exhibit at the Midwinter Fair—A New 
Trunk Line—Personal Notes of Gen- 
eral Local Interest—Batch 
of Brevities. 


An important meeting will be held at 
the Board of Trade rooms at 3 o'clock 
this (Thursday) afternoon. Several 
matters of public importance will be 
discussed, and it is desired that there 
be a large attendance, not only of mem- 
bers of the board, but of the citizens 
generally. 

One matter on which action will 
doubtless be taken, will be that of pre- 
paring for a local exhibit or representa- 
tion of some kind setting forth Pasa- 
dena’s attractions at the Midwinter 
Fair. There seers to be a unanimous 
sentiment in favor of such an exhibit, 
the details of which have not yet been 
discussed. But the time is growing 
short, and whatever is to be done must 
be done quickly. It is important that 
there be a full turnout, so that the sen- 
timent of a majority of the people may 
be learned. 

Special local interest likewise attaches 
to the coming of President Blake of the 
Nevada Southern road, who has an- 
nounced his intention to be present on 
this occasion for the purpose of en- 
lightening the people as to the further 
construction of the road, the route to 
be followed, etc. Mr. Blake wil ddubt- 
less convince those present that the 
prosperity of this town and section will 
be materially advanced by the building 
of the road, for the reason that the 
route adopted will probably pass this 
way. Everybody will want to ‘ear 
what Mr. Blake will have to say. 

PRAISE FOR PASADENA, 

The editor of the American Con- 
tractor, a well-known publication with 
headquarters at New York and Chicago, 
recently visited Pasadena. The result 
is a flattering column and a half arti- 
cle on ‘“‘Pasadena and Its Big Hotels,’’ 
from which the following extracts are 
taken: 

“Few people outside of the immediate 
vicinity realize the rapid development 
of this portion of the San Gabriel Val- 
ley, or have any adequate conception 
of the number who come here dur- 
ing the winter season. for temporary 
homes or to enjoy the meuntain air, 
and to make of this point a center from 
which to make excursions throughout 
the valley. In 1890 Pasadena had less 
than 6000 population. Today she lays 
claim to at least 10,000.

Many new houses 
have been erected during the past five 
years, this year, especially, the building 
activity partaking of the nature ‘of a 
boom.”’

Then {follows.a detailed de- 
scription of this splendid new edifice. 
The article closes with the following 
paragraph: ‘Southern Californians 
build great hopes upon the infiux of 
visitors this coming season. The, 
try has been well advertised at the ex- 
position and it is expected that most of 
the visitors to the Midwinter Fair at 
San Francisco will return via Los An- 
geles, and stop over to enjoy the clt- 
mate and scenery of the San Gabriel 
Valley or to ride up the Mt. Lowe 
Railway and enjoy the luxury of being 
whirled from the rose-gardens and or- 
ange orchards of Pasadena to the 
snowy summit of Observatory Peak 
in an hour or two.
